Letter-Writer 


A famed reprint is going the 


rounds of American newspapers 
and trade magazines. 
It is from 


the editorial column of the Strouds- 
burg (Pa.) Daily Record — but the 
editor didn't write it. 
U was a 


letter written in to the newspaper 
by a subscriber, Irvin F. Angle 
of nearby Portland. Pa. . . . and 
the editor, recognizing something 
better than he could dream up him- 
self, put it in the paper for that 
day's "opinion piece." 


Here is the Stroudsburg item. 
"Once there was a farmer who 


raised corn and a man who raised 
hens, but no corn. The hens said 
no corn, no eggs. 
So the man 


agreed to work for the farmer one 
day a week for S3 a day. And the 
farmer agreed to sell corn lo the 
man for $1 a bushel. 


"They paid each other off every 


time with the long green. 
The 


farmer paid the man 
$"> and the 


man paid the $5 back to the farmer 
for the five bushels of corn, which 
he wheeled home in his wheelbar- 
row. After a while, the man said 
to the farmer, 'Everything's gone 
up, and I regret intensely to in- 
form you that I can't work for less 
than $G a day.' 


"The farmer said, 'I understand, 


but 
you must 
understand that 


everything's going up with me, too, 
and I regret intensely to inform you 
that I can't sell you my corn for 
less than .$1.20 a bushel.' The man 
said he understood. 
So tho man 


got $6 a day and at $1.20 a bushel 
paid the farmer the $6 for five 
bushels of corn. Bolh of them said, 
Happy days are here again.' 


"By and by the man said to the 


farmer, 'Things have gone up still 
more and I can't work for less than 
.$7.50 a day.' 


"The 
farmer agreed that was 


fair, but told the man that things 
were going up still higher with him. 
He 
would have to get $1.50 a 


bushel for the corn. 
The 
man 


agreed that was fair and both said, 
'Prosperity is here.' 


"After all, the man was getting 


$7.50 a day. 
The 
farmer 
was 


getting $1.50 a bushel for corn, and 
the hens were getting five bushels 
as always. And so things went until 
the man was getting $10 a day and 
tho farmer got $2 a bushel and the 
man gave the farmer $10 for five 
bushels. And the hens kept right 
on laying even on Thursday and 
the man told his wife, 'Ain't it won- 
dcful . . . $10 a day.' 


"And the farmer told his wife, 


'Ain't it wonderful . . . $2 a bushel.' 
And the hens kept clucking away 
on five bushels of corn. 


"And the slatisticians down in 


Washington 
way 
said, 
'Ain't it 


wonderful . . . national income at 
record levels.' And the politicians 
said, 
'Ain't 
it wonderful' 
and 


bragged that they had done it. And 
everybody felt so good and pros- 
perous that the man and the farmer 
yolcd for the politicians and that 
is how it was 'eggsactly.' 


"The man got three times as 


much for the eggs, but paid three 
•times as much for his shoes, and 
the music went round and round "

The letter, made public by Jen- 


ner's 
office 
added 
that 
Miss 


Bourkc-White, a member of Life's 
photographic staff, has been cited 
by the house un-American actitives 
committee as a member of sub- 
versive organizations. 


In New York. Life magazine said 


the photographer 
never 
was 
a 


member of the Communist party 
nor "of any of 
the 
designated 


groups to which her name has been 
publicly linked for more than 10 
years." It added: 


"Life has full confidence in her 


loyalty. When she 
photographed 


the activities of the strategic air 
command, Life's confidence in her 
was endorsed by government secur- 
ity channels which cleared her for 
the assignment. The air force has 
said that she did not have access 
to any information, materials and 
facilities not made 
available 
to 


other correspondents." 


Jenner told Marshall an article 


in the magazine "contains photo- 
graphs of the B-36, which has re- 
cently been reconstructed to carry 
the atom bomb, and of the B-47 
which is top secret." 


He asked Marshall 
to 
supply 


"the name and rank of persons in 
your department who helped in gel- 
ting clearance for Miss 
Bourke- 


White to ride in and photograph 
our B-47s'." He also asked 
how 


many pictures she took, "where 
.the plates are now, 
how many 


prints have been made, and who 
handled them at every step." 


"I should also like to know what 


precautions have been taken 
to 


prevent another such episode," the 
senator wrote.

did not say the Reds accepted tho 
supreme Allied commander's pro- 
posal. The talks have been suspend- 
ed since Aug. 23.

Senate Bill 
to Increase 
Postal Rates 


Washington, Sept. 8 —(/I')— The 


cost of sending a letter would «o 
up from three to four cents under 
a postal rate increase bill passed 
by the senate last night arid' sent 
to the house. 


The mcasuVc also would make 


the penny postcard only a mem 
ory, raise airmail rates and boost 
charges on other types of mail in 
an effort to swell the post office 
department's revenues 
a r o u n d 


$400,000,000 a year. 


Even so the department would 


be left in the red. Its expenses 
now outrun its income more than 
$500,000,000 annually. 


And it was only because the sen- 


ate wrangled so long over the rate 
increase bill that it failed to hike 
the pay of postal workers slightly 
more than $200,000,000 a year. 


Senators 
had 
hoped 
to 
whip 


through an 8."8 percent salary 
in- 


crease for postal employes yester- 
day, but at the end of last night's 
session majority Leader 
McFar- 


land ot Arizona said it now would 
have to wait until other top-priority 
legislation is out of the way. 


Despite a drawn-out debate and 


some backing and filling the senate 
in the end made only one charge 
in the postal rate increases recom- 
mended by its post office commit- 
tee. 


By a vote of 4G to 24, it adopted 


an amendment 
ot Sen 
Lontgro 


(D-La) making a 60 per cent in 
crease in the postal rates for maga- 
zines over a three-year period. 


The increase would be 20 per 


cent a year instead of the three 10 
per cent increases proposed by the 
committee. 


The department's biggest 
yield 


would come from raising the rate 
on .first-class (sealed) letter* from 
three to four cents. The change 
would bring in an estimated $200,- 
863,000. 


The upping of the charge on- 


postcards from one to two cents 
was expected to add $44,136,000 to 
poslal revenues. The senate reject- 
ed effort lo exempt from the in- 
crease personal, handwritten post- 
cards or those sent by non-profit 
organizations.
